City Attorney Ruling on 
Thurber Dwelling Affirmed 


A young Pasadena w'oman, 
Gloria G. Bronte, 1198 Hudson, 
has filed against the City of 
Sierra Madre and the opera¬ 
tors of the Canyon Pool a claim 
for damages in the amount of 
$45,000 for alleged serious in¬ 
juries sustained Aug. 8 at the 
pool plus undetermined 
amounts for loss of employ¬ 
ment and medical expenses. 

The statement filed by Miss 
Bronte’s attorney, Nicholas Fer¬ 
rara of Los Angeles, claims 
negligence on the part of the 
City and of Jack N. and Audrey 
B. Smith, 525 Brookside Lane, 
who operate the pool under 
contract with the City. 

Goes to Council Oct. 13 

The claim will be presented 
to the City council on Oct. 13. 

The claimant contends that 
negligence is .shown in: the de¬ 
sign, construction and mainte¬ 
nance of the pool; in main¬ 
taining a lO-foot diving tow'er 
board in a pool which at its 
deepest point is not over seven 
feet; in failing to warn per¬ 
sons using the tower that at 
its deepest point the pool is 
not over seven feet deep; in 
failing to provide a roa.sonably 
safe diving zone for each div¬ 
ing zone was not safe for per¬ 
sons using the high board. 

List Injuries 

On the date specified Miss 
Bronte, according to Mrs. 
Smith, pool manager and Red 
Cross swimming instructor, 
made a straight drop dive 
(sometimes called a "pile driv¬ 
er" dive) from the tower, strik¬ 
ing her head on the pool bot¬ 
tom and suffering injuries. Mrs. 
Smith applied first aid and 
the young woman was then 
taken to a doctor by whom she 
was employed. 

Her claim for damages lists 
the following physical injuries: 
concussion of the brain, skull 
injuries, black eyes, broken 
nose, loss of teeth, contusions 
and abrasions.

In the Court of Appeal’s opin¬ 
ion of Oct. 1, written by pro 
tern Judge Robert Scott and 
concurred in by Judges Thomas

it is stated: 

"It cannot be said as a mat¬ 
ter of law that the interpreta¬ 
tion of the quoted provision of 
Section 4C (of the ordinance) 
was erroneous. It was consist¬ 
ent with previous rulings by 
the city attorney on the same 
question, according to his state¬ 
ment, and could not therefore 
be regarded as a special favor 
or concession to the defendants 
in this case.’’ 

It also is stated: 

“We find nothing in the 
pleadings or evidence which 
requires a reversal of the judg¬ 
ment . . 

Dwelling Now Occupied 

The plaintiffs, who also own 
homes on Manzanita Ave. be¬ 
tween Park and Lima, contend¬ 
ed In their appeal, that a build¬ 
ing permit should not have 
been issued for the dwelling 
(which the Thurbers com¬ 
pleted building and now oc¬ 
cupy) that their erection of the 
additional house is contrary to 
city ordinance, is objectionable 
and should be precluded by 
court order. 

They also contended that the

turary chapel for Miss Mary 
Elizabeth ("Beth”) Harvey who 
died Tuesday in a Los Angeles 
hospital.

FREESIAS IDEAL INDOOR 
PLANTS 

Freesias are excellent plants 
for indoor culture, as they re¬ 
quire little attention, blooming 
extensively in the early days of 
March through April, If they 
are placed in a sunny window. 

They should ne purchased 
immediately, however, as they 
require a si.x-month germina¬ 
tion period unless forced. Free¬ 
sias must begin their develop¬ 
ment outside! Grown in a mix¬ 
ture of sandy loam and bone 
meal, the small corms should 
be planted one Inch deep, 12 to 
a 4-6-inch container. They may 
be brought inside ONLY after 
their shoots are several inches 
high. 

Freesias should be kept in a 
cool, well-ventilated room, and 
watered freely from the time 
shoots and are inch and a half 
high. They should never be al¬ 
lowed to dry out from the time 
they are planted. But like most 
bulbous plants, over-watering 
Is equally harmful. 

At the end of the blooming 
period, when the foliage has 
dried out completely, remove 
the bulbs from the pot and 
store them away until they are 
ready to be planted next fall.

GARDENERS' CHECKLIST 

1. The fall bulb planting 
season has started. 'The fra¬ 
grant freesia, in particular, 
does best when planted early. 

2. It is time for the fall gar¬ 
den cleanup spray. Aphids, 
scale insects and spider mites 
are building on a great many 
ornamental shrubs and shade 
trees. 

3. New lawns planted now 
will become established before 
the cold weather sets in. 

4. Be sure that the rooting 
area under rhododendrons, 
azaleas and camellias is cov¬ 
ered with one inch mulch of 
leaf mold. 

5. Lightly prune ornamental 
shrubbery for shape. Where 
necessary, cut back to laterals 
in such a way that plants do 
not appear pruned. In general, 
try not to spoil the natural 
shape and habit of the plant. 
Remove dead and weak shoots. 
Remove withered flowers and 
seed pods. 

6. Ground covers on banks 
should be planted now. The 
winter rains will help e.stablish 
them. 

7. Kill crabgrass in lawns by 
the application of one of the 
new selective crabgrass killers. 

8. There is still time to set 
out petunias, marigolds, lobe¬ 
lia, snapdragons, zinnias and 
aster plants.
